ls Chapter ſo abounds in 
Precepts of Obedience and 
Soy Submiſſion to - Governours, 
that had we no other, in 
the holy Scriptures to the 
like Purpoſe, it would ſuf- 
ficiently prove the Chriſtian Religion in 
the nature and deſign of it, to have 
much conſulted the intereſt of Govern- 
ment, by its binding upon every Subject 
the Duties required from them to their 
Superiours: Let every Soul, ſays he, 
be ſubjeft to the _ Powers, What-

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en Aßperſons then bad been thrown 
upon che Chriſtian Doctrine, as if it had 
given K e to Sedition or Dif- 
loyalty, needed no other Confutation than 
what St. Paul here gives, and the addi- 
tional Behaviour of the primitive Chri- 
ſtians, under thoſe Powers God had placed 
over them. And though indeed the Apo- 
ſtle inculcates Obedience from many other 
undeniable Arguments, ſuch as the divine 
Origin of r _ the Powers that 
be are ordaind of God : The terrible 
Judgments of God that do await the Diſ- 
| _—_— as well as what they had reaſon | 
to fear, from the vindictive Power of the 
Furr whong who is appointed as an 
. Avenger to execute Wrath upon him that 
doeth Evil: Yet he ſeems to lay the 
| greateſt Streſs of our Duty in this Point, 
| upon what ſhould be the governing Prin- 
| ciple of all our Actions, our Conſcience, 
not ſo much with regard to any Fear we 
might be under from the Power and 
Wrath of the Magiſtrate, or upon any.

ter Root from whence this uneaſineſs 
| ſprings; that there are ſome Seeds of diſ-— 
content lurking in their Minds, which 
were they not in ſear of ſome tempo- 
ral Inconveniences, would break out into 
diſorderly practices againſt the State or 
Government under which they live; their 
Conſciences not giving them the leaſt 
Check in any ſuch their Proceedings; and 
all this too often, for they know not 
what, purely out of a Spirit of Contra- 
dition: For theſe unquiet Men make no 
Diſtinction between good and bad Go- 
vernours, but induſtriouſly either find or 
make Faults in all their Adminiſtrations, 
diſcovering the Depravity of their Minds 
by the virulence of their Tongues. Where-- 
as were they truly ſenſible of the Neceſ- 
| ſity of Obedience, how much it is their 
Intereſt to be quiet and do their own 
Buſineſs, this would ſoon: put an end to 
their Murmurings, and make them aſham'd 
of their inſolent and diſorderly Carriage,

When Men have brought themſelves to 
entertain a low or mean Opinion of thoſe 
who rule over them, it will not be long 
before they ſhoot out their Arrows, even. 
bitter Words againſt} them. And theſe 
Deſpiſers of Dignities will, from ſeeret 
Whiſpers, gradually proceed to more open 
and malicious Calumnies ; and whenever 
their wicked Fund fails them, and they 
ſeem to be at a Loſs for Reproach and 
Obloquy, which, poſſibly, may not often 
happen, ſince in the wiſeſt and beſt of 
Counſels, there muſt needs be ſome un- 
yoidable Miſtakes, which, in this imperte&t _ 
State of Things, is not to be wonder d at: 
then, which ſhews the malignant 'Temper _ 
of theſe Men, even their Good ſhall ble 
evil ſpoken of. Thoſe Actions, which by 
their native Beauty, and real Value, ſeem 
to diſtinguiſh them from others of the _ 
ſame exalted Station, ſhall not eſcape the 
froward Cenſures of thoſe who call Goods 7 
Evil, and Evil Good, and know how 
with their poiſonous Breath, to ſully the

Who can never be thought favourably of 
by thoſe who greedily catch at every thing 
that tends towards the leſſening and dif- 
paraging them, and are ſure to uſe the 
wrong "End of the Perſpective in all their 
Views towards them. Diſcontent and 
Uneaſineſs is the Source of ſuch Behaviour,

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Purpoſe; ſo that if any regard is to be 
had to the divine Law,, there is no doubt 
of its taking Place, as to what is before 
us. Hence theſe Deſpiſers of Dominion 
are branded with the very worſt of Cha- 
racters, and are, in Scripture-Language, 
* heady, bigb- minded, ſaid to be raging 
Mares of the Sea, foaming out their own 
Shame, diſobedient, |and 70 every good 
Work reprobate: And that we might be 
ſenſible of the natural Obliquity of this 
Sin, we are commanded to avoid all Ap- 
 pearance of it, not ſo much as to offend 
in Word, it being written, Thou ſhalt not 
ſpeak Evil of the Ruler of thy People. 
Nay, farther, f Curſe not the King, 1b 
not in thy Thought; ſo that our holy Re- 
ligion is ſo far from allowing miſchievous 
Practices againſt Princes, that it forbids 
contemptuous Words, | nay, even evil 
Thoughts of them. How monſtrous then 
js it for thoſe who profeſs a Religion that | 
breaths nothing but Obedience and Duty ; \ 
thoſe who worſhip a Tod of Order, and 
not the Author of Confuſion, if they be 
10 gleaders of Sedition, 
and break theſe Bands, and caſt away

ence; It i is notorious indeed, that there are 
a ſort of Chriſtians in the World, who are

3. Unleſs theſe Duties of Submiſſion 
and Obedience are paid to a Prince out 
of a Principle of Conſcience, there can 
be no Dependance on, or truſting to them; 
this muſt appear evidently enough, if we 
reflect upon the {lender Foundation upon 
which they are ſeverally built, which can 
laſt no longer than the Motives which 
_ firſt produced them. Thus for Inſtance, - 

let ambitions or covetous Men enjoy. 
the Favour of their Prince, and become 
conſiderable in a Government, it is no 
Wonder to find them eaſy and pleaſed, 
and that ſo long, you hear no Complaints 
or Out- cries againſt it; but let the Tables 
be turn d, and a Change enſue in their 
own private Fortunes, without any Re- 

lation to the Publick, you ſhall preſently 

find them arraign and condemn, what 4 
little before, they loaded with moſt extra- 
vagant Praiſes; then all Things are out 

of courſe: 3 Government muſt need be 
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weak, if 8 not he Supporters weir, - 
or more truly, if they can't partake of, or 
Mare in the Honours or Profits of it: So 

it happens to Perfons, | ſo to Parties when 
they think they are not gratified, or find 
their account in being good Subjects, it 
being manifeſt that uch an Obedience 
is owing only to private Self-ends, - and 
muſt be as variable as the Wind and Wea» 
ther; ſince they are ſo mercenary that they 


5 muſt bo paid for their Obedience, as having 


no Notion of an unrewarded Loyalty. 
But when Subjects are acted by religi- 
ous Principles, they ſcorn any ſuch low 
or mean Views, they can rejoice to ſee 
Publick Affairs go on proſperouſſy, tho 
they are not called into the Management 
of them; they know the Difficulty and Im- 
ance of publick Truſts, and can there- 
fore without Envy ſee others made uſe of 
to manage them. All they aim at is to 
acquit themſelves as good Subjects, and
